There are o nly two ways in which the fa rm er ami 
th e ho me o w ner can redu ce his taxes. 
We m u st either 
develo p# so u rces o f revenu e fo r ihe go vern m en t o th er 
than the tax o n real estate o r we m u st redu ce go vern­ 
m ental co st. 
The o bvio u s m a n n e r in which we may re­ 
du ce the co st o f go vernm ent is to aban do n du plicating 
go vernm ents an d co mbine the m any small units o f go v­ 
ernm ent into fewer, larg er units. 
There is trem endo u s 
waste in m aintaining all o f tin* go vernm ental o rg a n ­ 
izatio ns in each and every to w nship in a co u nty su ch as 
Lee w hen all o f Lie fu nctio ns o f g o vernm ent in each 
to wnship co uld be co mbined into o nc o rganizatio n em 
bracing the entire co unty. 
U n der the co mmissio n plan, which is o p eratin g su c­ 
cessfully in a n u m ber o f co u nties in Illino is, th ree elect­ 
ed co u nty co mmissio ners take the place o t th e bo ard o f 
superviso rs. 
Besides the su perviso rs, they eliminate all 
o f the to wn clerks, assesso rs, highw ay co mmissio ners, 
etc., fro m each to wnship. 
Of co u rse the wo rk th at 
tho se o fficials do is no t a ban do n ed. 
But, ta kin g the 
highw ay co mmissio ner’s jo b, fo r instance, we believe 
th a t if the co u nty co mmissio ners divided the co u nty in­ 
to fo u r o r five districts th a t th a t n u m ber o f go o d ro ad 
men co uld do the wo rk th a t no w requ ires a highw ay 
co mmissio ner in each to wnship. 
No w that the state has 
so m u ch paving in Lee Co u nty and the to w nships are 
saved the wo rk o f m aintenance o n the ro ads carrying 
the mo st traffic, the highw ay co mmissio ner has mu ch 
less to do .

T he eighty-five do w nstate co u nties o p eratin g u n de r 
th e to wnship plan co u ld .save abo u t .$5,000.000 p e r ye a r 
by ado pting the co mmissio n plan. 
The p e r capita 
co st o f o p eratin g a co unty u n der the to wnship plan is 
abo u t twice t h a t o f th e co u nty plan, acco rding to c o m ­ 
pariso n m ade with tho se sixteen co u nties who have 
th e latte r system. 
The terrific bu rden o f high taxes beco mes po sitively 
appalling in these days of such miserably lo w prices fo r 
farm pro du cts, ur em plo ym ent and tight mo ney. 
Bu t 
these co nditio ns m ay bring us fu tu re benefits if they 
force us into gov ernmental reforms w hich we hav e nee« i- 
ed these m any y ears. 
W e could tolerate gov ernment 
waste and inefficiency when everyo ne was pro spero u s, 
bu t p e rh a p s we will now, u n de r stress 
of necessit\, 
m ake so me c h an g es th a t will benefit no t o nly us hut 
m any generatio ns to co me.

T hose w e r e the d ay s w h e n th e “ buffalo” herds w e r e of 
sim ply in credible size.

the th u n d e r of their feet. 
To the plains Indians th e se herds w ere the very staff of 
file. 
T h e y p r ov ided the Indians with most of their food, 
their fuel and their clothing. 
T heir m igrations gov e r n e d 
the m ov e m e n ts of the tribes; their n um bers d e te r m in e d 
th e tribes’ prosperity.

Pleased With Result. 


Minot, N. D.—-An tin usual experi­ 
ment In etizenles In which 
two 
neighboring families in this county 
trapped wives, husbands, children | 
and homes three years ngo has 
proved so successful in the three- 
rear “iTy-out” that both women and 
their 
husbands 
are 
more 
than 
pleased 
with 
the 
result, 
while 
neighbors who prophesied failure 
for the experiment have agreed they 
were mistaken. Welfare workers say 
It 1« the most unusual ei»?e in their 
experience, being absolutely unique. 
The Knights and the Rikensruds 
are the families involved. Two hus­ 
band?, two wi\e«, and seven chil­ 
dren were Included in the mixup 
and the realignment which followed. 
While the Knights had th« chil­ 
dren before tie* realignment, and 
the Rikensruds but two, under the 
new arrangements the Knights found 
themselves with hut four children, 
while the Rikensruds had their fam­ 
ily increased from two children t« 
three.

were

friends before the experiment was 
tried anti they remain Just as rood j 
friends today. 
The children attend j 
the same school, the parents went !

palm-fringed lagoons in the tropics, 
with swarthy natives diving into 
shark-infested wafers for ( recious 
‘mother-of-pearl’ shells. 
Put unro- 
mantic buy ers of buttons look to the 
mud banks of American Inland w a ­ 
ters for three-quarters of America's 
‘pearl’ button needs,” say s a 
Na­ 
tional Geographic society bulletin. 
“Arkansas,

taut breeding grounds of i! o mus­ 
sel, or fresh water clam.

attaching itself with tiny hooks.

this position it becomes overgrown 
by skin or mucous membrane of the

muddy bottom of the river to begin 
Its normal life as a mussel. 
“ Fish rescue stations establLhed 
by the bureau of fisheries along the 
Mississippi river send out men to 
scoop up fish stranded by receding 
tloofi waters in pools which would 
otherwise dry tip. 
One fish may 
carry its many as 2,500 tiny mussels 
In one y ear some U00.0oo.ooo fresh 
water mussels were thus 'restored 
to circulation.’
